Judge Outlines the Situation. | 

Judge Bethea declared that although he 
does not believe in gambling in any form, une 
der the law he had no other course than to 
issue the temporary injunction. He said the 
wireless telegraph company clearly en- 
gaged in interstate commerce busin and 
the federal statutes protect it, as is the fact 
in regard to other telegraph companies. He 
did not enjoin the city as a corporation, 
suggested the insertion of the names ot 
Mayor Dunne and the chief of police. 

“Tt is admitted én this case that the inter 
state commerce has been interfered with in 
the tearing out of these telegraph instru- 
ments,” said the judge. Congress. in pro- 
tecting interstate commerce, admits of ne 
interference from the state. The court re- 
grets interfering with — police in the sup- 
pression of gambling. bu t if the state laws 
are being violated there 2 way to stop it, by 
taking the property of the gamblers from 
them or the arrest of the offenders. The gov- 
ernment says a telegraph company has the 
right to send telegrams even if they * as 
gambling posurpes.” | 

Bill Drawn by J. Hamilton Lewis. 


The original bill of complaint was drawn 
up by the present corporation counsel, James 
Hamilton Lewis. When he became the head 
of the city’s law department he withdrew 
as counsel for the telegraph company to be 
succeeded by Attorney Hanecy, and his name 
was to the answer filed by the city to 
the original Dill. 

The decision did not surprise Assistant 
Chief Schuettler, who was in the courtroom, 

“TI am not surprised at the turn of af- 
Falrs, said the nasistant chief. “‘ A few days 
ago one of my men told me that the gamblers 
were confident of winning. ‘Bud’ White 
has been heard to say that his ship is ready 
for action, and will take up the business again 
tomorrow. This decision does not mean 22 7 
we will stop the fight by any means. 


Manager W. H. Ocker Explains. 
W. H. Ocker, manager ot the De Forest 
company, said the company’s attitude toward 
the city was not one of hostility. 
“We merely want the right to operate our 
wireless telegraph system and handle busi- 
ness brought to us,“ he said. “ We are not 
engaged in conducting poolrooms or fighting 
for their maintenance. If gamblers are vio- 
lating the law there ought to be some way | 
to reach them without interfering with us.“

BATAVIA MAN IS 
WITH SALOONKEEPER. 


Over Payment Drinks | 
Leads to Murder—Victim’s Brother- 
in-Law Is Bedly Injured. 


A fight in n * in which one man was 


~-killed, another severely injured, and several 


heads broken, has wrought up the village 
of Batavia to fever heat. The fight occurred 
in the saloon of Edward Milroy, which, the 
citizens bramd as the most disreputable of 
the many saloons in the place. 


David J. McDonald, an employé of the Chi- 


cago and Northwestern railway, was killed 
in the fight, and John Sutton, his brother-in- 
law, was severely cut about the head by the 
club in the hands of Milroy. 


The .trouble is said to have grown out ot 


MebDonald's failure to pay a small saloon bill 
promptly. When he did pay the bill yester- 
day morning, he quarreled with Milroy. 
Jacob Milroy, brother of the @wner of the 
place, ordered McDonald to leave the saloon, 
and both of tae Milroys tried to eject him. 

Edward Milroy was armed with a heavy 
club and was about to strike the man when 
John Sutten, McDonald’s brother-in-law, 
stepped between them. The wives of Sutten 
and his brother, James, who were passing 
the place, hearing the sounds in the place, 
hurried into the room, Screaming, the 
women rushed forward and attempted to 
stop the blows, but the club was.again and 
again wielded, and McDonald lay dead upon 
the floor. 

By this time Marshal William Kelley, who 
has been criticised for permitting the place 
to remain open, arrived at the saloon, and 
placed them all under arrest. The two Mil- 
roys, the Sutten brothers, and Frank San- 
ders, who was in the saloon, were locked 
up at Geneva. 

Edward Milroy, who is accused by Mrs. 
Sutten of having beaten McDonald to death, 
was found late in the evening hiding in a 
barn near his home. He was taken to Gen- 
eva. Milroy refused to talk about the killing,

Almost simultaneously with his removal 
to the torpedo boat, Admiral Enquist dis- 
appeared, Admiral Voelkersam was killed, 
Admiral Nebogatoff, who was unpopular 
with his sailors, was obliged to take com- 
mand, Then the rout began.
